victs charged with high treason to de­ 
monstrate to the American people tîîe 
generosity which can look upon such 
people as amenable to the laws of civil­ 
ised warfare; after all this, the Ameri­ 
cans still believe these 'fakes' put up 
against us and believe that w’e fear 
them. 


Taikt of Retaliation on IJs.

A decree issued by Captain Oeneral 
Weyler, dated Sancti 8plrltu% ^ a y 27. 
waa publlahed here yesterday. He an­ 
nounces the approaching commencement 
of military operations In the eastempart 
of the Island of Cuba, and orders the en­ 
forcement f f the provisions of his decree 
of Jan. M :n the provlncea of Puerto 
Frinoipe and Santiago-de Cuba, the or­ 
ganisation of cultivation tones, the clos­ 
ing of stores in unfortifled townsi the 
concentration of the country people, and 
the dsstniction of all resoureea which 
are undefended, as was done in the other 
provlncea. 
The captain general gives 
the people of those two provlncea one 
month In which to comply with the 
terms of the decree, the time to begin 
on the date of the publication of the de­ 
cree In the various districts of those 
provinces. 


The plague of berl-berl continues to 
ravish the province of Santiagode Cuba. 
Its rapid spread is due to the abandon­ 
ment of the sick poor, who had been in­ 
trusted to the care of the municipal doc­ 
tor«, and to the great difllculty in ob- 
talng medicine from the city authorities.

A strike against a reduction of wages 
was inaugurated yesterday in the great 
iron wo^ks of Jones A Laughlin. The 
stories of the number of men who quit 
work are conflicting. At the south side 
ofhce a superintendent thought about 
250 men' had quit work, but these had 
not crippled the plant. 
The workmen 
cla|m that between 400 and 500 have 
refused to work for the reduction. The 
superintendent said he would 
rather 
have the old employes resume, but If 
they do not new men will Vie employed 
to take their places. 
About 2.000 men 
are.affected by the cut. 
The laborers 
have been paid $1.25 per day, and these 
have been cut to $1.12%. 


SIgnlfloant of Trouble In tho Future., 
The i present reduction Is significant. 
Inasmuch as the

steel 
scale comes up for consideration this 
month. The present scale expires July 
1. If Jones A Laughlin refuse to sign 
the Amalgmated scale there is no telling 
where the trouble will end. W. L. King, 
of the Arm, was etsked If the reduction 
did not Indicate that the new Amalga- 
ated scale will be rejected when it comes 
up for consideration, and that the firm 
will demand a reduction on the present 
wages.

**That Is the asaumption," 
and added: “We have been hoping since 
last fall that we would not be com­ 
pelled to make a reduction; but prices 
have had a downward tendency and 
we put It off as long as we could, hoping 
business might Improve.

and It will be no trouble to get men. 
Our orders have already been from 
hand to mouth and it has been difflcult 
to get orders to keep the men at work.” 


Spring Valley Miners Oo to Work. 
«Spring Valley, Ills., June 2.—Fully 500 
miners have gone to work after a s«>ries 
of meetings never before equaled in in­ 
terest in mining history in this county. 
The mass meeting Saturday to consider 
the question of continuing the strika 
broke up In disorder after a vote was 
cast resulting in 197 for work and 216 
against. After the meeting the miners 
of shifts 1 and 4 assembled. Those who 
had contraete were permitted to vote, 
and their decided at once to resume 
work under the reduction offered.

He Has An interesting Record 
as a Waster; of Lake 
Vessels. 


mi SAILED FOR 
30 YEARS. 


And N«v«r Had An Accident That 
Caused the Loss of a Sinerle 
Life. 


Capt. William Cary died last night at 
l^ the home of his daughter, Mrs. George 
R. Wright. 116 High street. His death 
was unexpected and the shock was a 
severe blow to bis family. Monday he 
appeared to be in usual health and was 
occupied in making small repairs on his 
daughter’s home. Yesterday afternoon 
he showed a slight indisposition which 
toward the close of the day became more 
serious until night approached when 
hisi condition was the signal for alarm. 
$he attendiog physician was unable to 
‘ing relief and a few minutes before 9 
o’clock the slowly expiring spark of life 
went out and with its extinguishment 
closed the career of one of the most no­ 
ted characters in the history of Berrien 
county. 


To Capt. Cary belonged the distinc- 
^ tlon of having been the 
youngest 
master of a vessel in the history of 
navigation on the great lakes. When 
22 years of age he was given the com­ 
mand of a schooner which sailed from 
Clinton on the St. Lawrence river. 
His wonderful proficiency in sailing at 
a time when that occupation was made 
hazardous by the lack of the nautical 
contrivances known to maratime his­ 
tory of today, made him famous. In 
his 27 years of seafaring life he never 
i 
ad a wreck and his voyages were 
kBong the most perilous of the navi­ 
gable waters in tne United States. 


His record as a captain of lake craft 
stands without a parallel. He had 
been in some of the worst storms that 
ever swept the waters of the great in­ 
land sea and always pi'oted his boat 
safely through. In 18^ a brother of 
the dead man was lost in a storm on 
Lake Erie and the same gale wljich 
brought disaster to his brother’s craft, 
swept Lake Michigan when Capt. Cary 
was out. He controlled his boat ac­ 
cording to his idea of good seaman­ 
ship and she weathered the fearful 
tornado, landing her crew and cargo 
safely in port. 


On another occasion the skill of Capt. 
Cary saved a steamer and lier passen­ 
gers. While enrouie from Cleveland 
to Buffalo on the steamer Empire, early 
in the life of the captain, a storm caiue 
up. The boat was carrying a cargo of 
bugs and had a number of passengers 
wooard of which the captain was one. 
The master of the boat became paralyz­ 
ed with fear and a panic among the pass­ 
engers had broken;out. Capt.Cary upon 
^he solicitation of the passengers and 
crew, took command of the boat. He 
had the hogs all driven overboard, and 
under his calm, far-seeing management 
the craft was ^ rn e safely through the 
fierce gale. When port /ras reached 
the passengers, who owed their lives to 
the skill of the captain, insisted upon 
. rewarding him, but he refused to accept 
any material evidences of their gratifi­ 
cation.

In out­ 
lining the prosecution to the jury yes­ 
terday Lawyer O’Hara sharply up­ 
braided the defendant and declared 
that if, as alleged, he had placed coins 
about to tempt young Livingston, who 
was employea in the bank, he was no 
better than the man who took the 
coins. 


Livingston was 
the first witness 
sworn by the prosecution. He said 
there had been shortages in daily ac­ 
counts of the bank from Christmas, 
1896, until the middle of January, and 
that 
these 
shortages 
sometimes 
amounted to upwards of $100. The 
first intimation he had that he was sus- 
picioned of being responsible for the 
shortages came from Bradford who 
prowsed to him that he make a con­ 
fession in which case he would be con­ 
tinued in the bank’s employ as janitor.

War Department Is Not Worried, but Sec 
r«t«ry BIIm Takes Action. 


Washington,June 2.—The Indian trou­ 
ble in southern Montana reported from 
Helena was made known to the authori­ 
ties of the war department last week 
and in the opinion of the offlcials is not 
likely to be followed by serious results. 


telegram was received last Friday 
and simply stated that a report had 
come to headquarters at St. Paul that 
two white men, herders, had been killed 
near Lame Deer reservation In southern 
Montana. To guard against trouble two 
troops of cavalry were ordered by tele­ 
gram from Fort Custer. They started 
\ast Friday and since then no report has 
come to the war department. 


The agency where the men are report­ 
ed to have been killed is in charge of an 
army officer. Captain Stouch, who, it is 
said, has the entire confidence of the In­ 
dians and is capable of dealing with 
them without friction if not interfered 
with from outside sources. There is a 
disposition at the department 
to 
at­ 
tribute the affair to the encroachments 
of the whites living In the neighborhood 
upon the Indians. 
Yesterday Agent 
Stouch reported that intense excitement 
exists among the settlers and that there 
is a liability to further trouble. He says 
there are a great many bloodthirsty 
young men amon« these Indians, and 
that if the settlsrs snd the young In­ 
dians should mest trouble would be the 
result. For the peace and safety of all 
concerned he advises the stationing of 
two troops of cavalry in the neighbor­ 
hood. 


Secreury Bliss last night wired in 
structions to Indian Agent Stouch. di­ 
recting him to immediately notify the 
department of the situation and to use 
every effort to deliver the Indian fugi­ 
tives to the civil officers showing satis­ 
factory credentials. This decision was 
reached after a conference between Act­ 
ing Secretary of the Interior Ryan, Act­ 
ing Commissioner of Indian Affairs 
Smith and Attorney General McKenna 
and the adjutant general. The report 
which Captain Stouch' mailed on May 
26 and which reached here yesterday 
wflis read, together with dispatches to 
the president and Senator Carter. The 
officials are awaiting with considerable 
uneasiness the report from the agent 
which he was peremptorily directed to 
telegraph 
at 
once. 
The 
northern 
Cheyennes 
are 
known 
here 
as 
a 
warlike band, easily inflamed, whose 
actions cannot be too closely guarded. 


Following is Secretary Bliss' dispatch 
to Agent Stouch: 
“The president has 
today recslved from ths governor of 
Montana the following telegram: *In- 
dian Agent Stouch, at the Cheyenne 
agency, and the military authorities of 
the United States are resisting the sher­ 
iff of Custer county, Mont., In his ef­ 
forts to arrest certain murderers for 
crimes committed off of the reservation. 
The murderers are under the protection 
of the agent, who makes no effort to a r­ 
rest the 
criminals, and prevents the 
sheriff from making the arrest. 
Will 
you direct the proper authorities to sur­ 
render the murderers or allow the sher­ 
iff to make the arrest?' 


•‘You should co-operate with the duly 
authorized civil officers as far as prac­ 
ticable In the execution of the law. Wire 
the facts and situation immediately. 
Meantime use every available means to 
apprehend the offenders and deliver 
tiiem to the duly authorized civil oftl- 
cera, avoiding: violence if possible. The 
idea Is that the la\v must be executed, 
but in its execution you are to exercise 
sound prudential judgment, to the end 
that there may be no bloodshed, if by 
any possibility that can be avQlded.”
